EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-1 1, 13-19, 21, 23, 25, 27, and 29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of the 
Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in 
independent claims 1, 2 and 10-11, and specifically comprising the limitation of detecting a 
linear differential value of the step-up ratio of the piezoelectric transformer with respect to the 
frequency. 

The Examiner has reconsidered the restriction requirement, since the limitation of the 
detection of the step-up ratio of the piezoelectric transformer with respect to the frequency 
appears in every independent claim, group II (claims 2-3, 11, 17-19, 21, 23, 25, 27 and 29) has 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 7 is hereby modified.
